TERRY M’GOVERN WRITES 


—HE WAS A “KID”— 


ABOUT HIS FIRST FIGHT 


It Was Off the Reel With a Bigger Fellow Who 
Was Picked Out to Beat Him 


WITH FIVE OUNCE GLOVES IN A BATTLE TO A FINISH. 


That Vacant Lot Contest Started the Brooklyn Wonder on a Career Which 
Figures Gonspicuously in the Annals of Pugilistic History.

I have bad a good many hard fights in my time, but 
I don’t think that any of them were harder than the 
tirat one I ever had that was worth calling a fichi. 

In that particular section of Brooklyn in which I 
spent my boyhood days a fellow had to be handy with his 
fists, and have plenty of nerve besides, or else he would 
have to move. We had no use for dead ones around 
those corners, and the kid who could take a punch and 
give a punch was all right tecause he could make good. 

And now for my story. 

Near where I lived there was a big fellow, not of 
much account, who always made it a point of picking 
onme. He was about 2 years old and weighed about 
160 pounds, and I knew that the best thing I could do 
was to keep out of his way,and so I generally man 
aged to sidestep him when I saw bim coming. Many 
atime he handed me a clout on the head when he 
happened to take me unawares, and it was the memory 
of those that made me wise. 

I had often tried to figure it out how I could put him 
out of business, but I wasn’t very good 
those days, and I had to pass it up. 


at figuring in 
But the time came 
at last when I had to make a stand, and it happened in 
this way: 

We were playing a game of ball one afternoon in a 
vacant lot, and just as I got to the bat the bully, half 
loaded, came along. I knew he wasin an ugly 
but I was hoping he would overlook me. 
mistaken, for he saluted me with: 

“Why, vou couldn’t hit a balloon, you little stiff.” 

I did hit it, though, and I hit it so hard that I made a 
home run, 

suppose that home run swelled me up a bit, for 
ufter [ had scored I walked a few steps toward him and 
tvuid him what | thought of him.

“You're so good and strong,”’ [ said, ‘‘come over here 
and hit me again, and I'll put you out of business 
right quick.” 

It may have been that the bat was too big an argu- 
ment for bim, or it may have been that he saw I hada 
few friends there who would stand by mein case of a 
mix-up, so he stood his ground, swaying a little un- 
steadily under the weight of his load, and he remarked 
that if I thought I was a fighter he would get a little 
fellow Just about my size who would give me the beat- 
ing of my life. 

“Bring him on,’’ I said, “and I’ll knock his head off 
if he ain’t no bigger than I am.” 

“You wait, I'll get him,’ he mumbled, and off he 
went. 





Hie was back in about ten minutes, and with him was | 


Charley Melee, who has since attained fame as a ball 
player. Charley was considered quite an athlete in 
those days, he was fifteen pounds heavier than I was, 
and about three years older. I knew right away that I 
was going to have a hard time of it, but it was up to 
me to fight, and in cases of that kind and in neigh- 
borhoods like that, there was no turning back. 

One of the crowd—and if my memory doesn’t serve 
me wrong, it was Harry Fisher—went out and hustled 
up a set of five ounce gloves, for this was to be a regular 
fight and no corner scrap. 

It was tor blood from start to finish, and to it was 
added the dignity of a set of gloves. Inside of three 
minutes we were stripped to the waist, bad the gloves 
on, and some fellow called time. 

The fighting ability I possessed at that time was 
purely natural, and I knew as little of science as the 
average boy who had the usual rough and tumble en- 
counters in the streets, with 
either side. 


little or no damage on 
But this was a real battle and quite differ. 
ent from the others. 

From the start it was a case of swap punches, and 
many a one I got that made me see stars, and I know 
that I handed out a few that hurt. 

It was to be a fight to a finish, and no time was to be 
called for rest. We had been going it for about twenty 
minutes when the gloves burst, and the big fellow, who 
found me my first opponent, called a halt until we 
could take them off. From that on we went at it with 
bare knuckles. 

I don't know how long we fought, but we reached 
that stage where I found myself wishing something 
would bappen to stop it, and I was all in. Two or three 
times I found it hard work to get my hands up as high 
as TI wanted, and it got to bea difficult matter to land 
any kind of a punch. 

I was so tired that I failed to notice that it wasas hard

STRENUOUS RUBE WADDELL. 

One of the most remarkable men in basebal) to-day 
is Rube Waddell, of the Philadelphia Americans, whose 
career has been productive of many interesting stories, 

His antics while with Pittsburg fo ir years ago were 
harmless at first, but as the season progresse.! he would 
time and again fail to appear when advertise! to pitch, 

On one occasion Rube was missing, and a hunt finally 
located the big twirler standing on a box in frontofa 
ten cent side show, exhorting the crowd to come in and 
see the wonderful cherry cat. 

Dreyfuss soon tired of this by-play and notified Wad- 
dell that he had sold him to a minor league club. “I 
won't go,’ said Rube, “unless [ get balf the purchase 
money.”’ 

“All right,”’ responded Barney, “I have sold you for 
a box of stogies.”’ 

Rube then jumped the team, and was finally signed 
by Connie Mack, and, barring an occasional outbreak, 
pitched great ball in 1902, being a factor in the Athletics 
winning the championship in that year. 

One day Rube was nowhere to be found, and Mack 
sent scouts to all his usual haunts, but without success, 
He was finally found in Camden, N. J., tending bar in 
a beer saloon, and absolutely refused to return to Phila- 
delpbia, He then dropped out of sight for two or three 
days, and again turned up at the saloon, donned his 
white apron and banded the amber fluid over the bar 
to a crowd of admirers. 

Mack finally induced him to return to the fold, when 
all went well for a while, until one afternoon a specta- 
tor in the grand stand made some disparaging remark 
to the big pitcher, who threw the ball on the ground, 
Jumped into the grand stand, grabbed the offender by 
the neck and hustied him out. He was arrested for 
this, but the case was settled out of court. 

Another time, when pitching against Baltimore, 
Rube called in the outfielders, sent the infielders to the 
bench, and struck out the next two batsmen, 

On*another occasion he failed to turn up, and was 
found on a vacant lot pitching a game for a schoolboy 
team, and refused to go to the ball park until he had 
struck out the side, 

At Cape May he was billed to pitch against the sea 
shore nine, but did not like the job. To get away from 
the tesk he walked out to the edge of the pier and de 
liberately fell overboard. When he was hauled out of 
the water he laughed at his rescuers, 

Fires were Rube’s delight, and he would follow a fire 
engine for squares and insist upon helping tne firemen 
to quell the flames, He is credited with saving at least 
two lives in thismanner, One braveteat he performed 
was the rescue of two workmen who were caught under 
a quantity of falling earth while working in an excava- 
tion in the street. 

Kube on this occasion not only directed the move- 
ments of the rescuers, but worked like a Trojan until 
the men were taken out.

in coming on at the wrong time, seldom knew his lines,

The organization of the band was suggested by the 
members of the Twenty-eighth Precinct, who at that 
time had an orchestra of its own, which was heard of 
extensively, untilit finally reached the ears of Walter 
L. Thompson, Inspector of Police; he encouraged the 
men and favored the tormation of a police band. 

Roundsman Daniel J. Fogarty of the theatre squad 
is drum major and business manager. 

Patrolman George Clements of the Seventy-sixth 
Precinct was the first,president, and after the first year, 
patrolman Floyd B, Pitts of the Twentieth Precinct 
was elected president, which office he is still holding 
and has held continually, with the exception of three 
months, from July 1, 1903, to Oct. 1, 1903, when patrol- 
man Charles F. Thomsen of the Seventy-sixth Precinct 
was elected president and held said office until a re- 
organization of the band took place. 

Through the efforts of roundsman Daniel J. Fogarty 
the band has reached the highest pinnacle of success. 

With the kind permission of Commissioner McAdoo 
the band and drum and fife corps was allowed to hold a 
benefit entertainment and reception at the Grand 
Central Palace, on Dec, 6, 1904, which proved a success 
both financially and socially, about $4,000 being realized.

Battling Nelson Made a Shrewd Move When He Arranged 
a Fight With Champion Joe Gans.

TOM JENKINS TO MEET THE 


**RUSSIAN LION.” 


Small Talk in the World of Pugilism---Owen Moran’s Arrival---Will Fight 
Frankie Neil, the American Champion---Knocks and Jabs.

The paucity of talent in the heavyweight 
division makes us hail with delight the advent of any 
new comer who appears to have even a remote outside 
chance of lowering the colors of the mighty Jeffries. 
There is nothing that adds 80 much to the tnterest in 
boxing as the advent of a heavyweight who has proved 
that he can fight. No matter whether he isa giant or 
of the avernge stature, his doings with the gloves are 
faithfully watched and criticised, and if he shows any 
kind of talent he will get all the encouragement that 
should tall to the lot of any aspiring athlete, This 
makes excusable perhaps the effort which some capable 
and intelligent critics are making, to explain why 
Marvin Hart's victory over Jack Johnson brings into 
the limelight a new aspirant tor championship bonors, 
It is true that Hart’s victory over Johnson was not a 
decisive one. Many supporters of boxing would have 
been better satisfied had Hart succeeded in knocking 
the negro out. But he won, just the same, and a win 
by a close margin is as good asawinby a mile. Hart 
is far from being a showy boxer. He is ofthe rugged, 
determined stamp, and depends upon his strength to 
gain the long end of the purse. In a way, he is the 
ideul henvy weight. He scales over 190 pounds, and at 
this weight he is quick and agile in his movements. In 
point of physique, strength for strength, blow for blow, 
Hart cannot be compared to the boilermaker. There 
aremany who think that Hart will be Just as easy for 
Jeffries as were the Californian’s other opponents. 
Some experts contend that if Hart and Jeffries ever 
fight the Louisville scrapper will not last a half dozen 
rounds, They base their opinion on the fact that Hart 
cannot be compared to Jim Corbett, Joe Choynski, Gus 
Rublin and Bob Fitzsimmons in point of skill. These 
men, with the exception of Choynski, have been beaten 
by Jetfmnes. Nor can it be said that be is as resourceful 
or a8 well seasoned as the above named men. But it 
must be admitted that he has it on them when it comes 
to youth, and vouth has been always @ strong factor in 
the ring, us well as in any other competition where en- 
durance is tested. 

Jeffries’s rivals have generally forced the fighting 
and the Californian has never failed to beat his man, 
Fitz, Ruhlin and Corbett the last time realized how true 
this was. In the first encounter Corbett, by doing a lot 
of sprinting, succeeded in battling the champion for 
twenty-three rounds, and would have lasted the other 
two rounds, and possibly have received the verdict had 
he not been careless. In their second essny Corbett 
tried diflerent tactics, that of rushing Jeftries, and be- 
fore the third round had passed Corbett was a beaten 
man, Hart isa tighter who keeps coming all the time, 
and these tactics enabled him to predispose Referee 
Gregguins in his favor, He had got by Johnson’s long 
reach once in a while, kept boring in, and if he failed to 
do any damuge to the negro, as Johnson at the finish 
was unmarked, he at least succeeded in cutting out the 
pace that counted in the end. Asto Hart's gameness 
there is not the shadow of a doubt. He took all that 
any manof his physique could stand in his mill with 
Johnson and never faltered. It is true that Johnson is 
not one-third the hitter that Jeffries is, but it must be 
admitted that the champion is not as cleyer as John 
son. The deduction is, it seems at this stage, that Hart 
has a fair chance of making a good fight, 

It is now over two years since Jeffries had a chance 
to display his qualities of endurance. The opportunity 
certainly did not present itself when Jeffries met Jack 
Munroe, This mill was overina punch, at best. His 
fight with Fitzsimmons overa vear before was a fair 
test of Jeffries’s ability. It will be a year next Sunimer 
since Jefiries Knocked out Munroe, and a year’s time 
can work wonders with a pugilist. Hartand Johnson 
fought twenty rounds. and the journey was fraught 


| 


with hard work. There were no knockdowns, it is | 


true, but there was a lot of action, and the condition 
and strength of the men had every chance to assert 
itself. The question is, is Jeffries as strong to-duy as 
when he fought Fitzsimmons? In_ that scrap Lanky 
Bob administered plenty of punishment to Jeffries, who 
stood it well and won in the end. Jeffries hkes the 
pleasures of life ina mild way, andthe wear and tear 
of travelling around the country has not done him any 
good. Jeftries dislikes training, but itis partof the game 
and he has to do it. If Jeffries’s training is notany too 
arduous the wexk spots in his constitution will come to 
the surface, and if he is not Just right Hart’s chances 
may be considered possible, if not bright. 
@ ® 

Battling Nelson made a very crafty move 
when he nade an agreement to fight Joe Gans, He 
was in line fora return battle with Jimmy Britt, when 
he so neatly disposed of Young Corbett the second time; 
in fact, it was understood that the winner of this bout 
was to have first crack at Britt. jut Britt side-tracked 
Nelson after the Dane 8 success Over the Denverite, for 
the reason that he wanted to meet Jubez White in the 
first battle the Englishman had in this country. This 
caused bad blood to be stirred up between the two, 
which culminated in nasty charges being credited to 
Nelson’s manager, to the elect that the reason Britt 
would not agree to fight the battling one was that 
James Edward had demanded that his protege lay 
down to him. The upshot of the matter was that Nel- 
son pulled wires to get on a match with Gans, His idea 
is that if he wins he will be the lightweight ¢ ainpion 
of the world, wuich title Gans holds stil With the 


premiership to back him up, it easily can be seen what 
prestige Nelson will bave, It will be necessary for 
Britt to come to bin, and not Nelson after Britt. It 
was a foxy move, and it will not be in the least sur- 
prising if the progranime is carried out as Nelson has 
planned it, Gansis not the man he was,

“As I bave a lot at stake in this match,” said the 
Russian, *! do not want to have any incompetent 
man to officiate. I prefer that he be a wrestler who is 
thoroughly acquainted with all the fine points of the 
game. For my part I think Leonard is just the man 
to fill the position and I guess he will be named Sut 
I don’t wish to have it all my own way, but I will cer- 
tainly insist on an honorable man and one who will 
not tolerate anything unsportsmanlike.’’ 

A good point about this match is that it is to be 
strictly to a finish, and not with a time limit as some 
grappling affairs have been held. 

“T wish a decision,” said the Russian, “and I don’t 
care If the bout goes into the next morning. It must 
be settled one way or the other, as I want to give the 
public their money's worth and have the match de- 
cided in & way that will leave no doubt asto the better 
man,’’ 

Pin falls only are to count. If either man falls out of 
the ring and is able to continue he must come back on 
the matand resume. Only when one man is disabled 
and when he has been thrown the requisite number of 
times will the match be considered at an end, 
will be a fifteen minute rest between each fall.

An international flavor was last week 
given to tine local pugilistic situation by the arrival on 
the Majestic of Owen Moran, the English bantam- 
weight boxer. He follows Jabez White to this side 
looking for laurels in the American ring. Moran isa 
sturdy youngster and probably will be matched with 
Frankie Neil, the bantamweight champion of America, 
the mill to taxe place in San Francisco, Although 
Moran was defeated by Jem Bowker, who got the de- 
cision on pointsin a fifteen-round go, Moran believes 
he can defeat the bantamweight champion if they fight 
a return match. Bowker also bas defeated Frankie 
Neil. It is possibie that a match may be arranged 
between Moran and Juumy Walsh, of Boston. 

Owen Moran, of Birmingham, England, a famous 
nursery of fighters, and birthplace of Charley Mitchell, 
Tom and Harry Allen, Denver Ed Smith, Jem Carney, 
Billy Plimmer, Frank Murphy, Jabez White, and many 
Others, comes to America with first-class credentials. 
Iie was born October 4, 1884, and is consequently in his 
twenty-first year. He was discovered four years ago by 
Ifarry EF. Cleveland, the well-known English sporting 
writer and boxing referee (who was engaged in sport- 
ing journalism in New York during 1891), who saw in 
him the making of a first-class tighter. After clearing 
out all the lads within astone of his weightin his native 
city, he entered upon a brilliant series of victories over 
the best men in England at bis weight. In a competi- 
tion at Smethwick, although giving a lot of weight 
away, Moran swept the boards, beating Soden, Smeth- 
wick, in the final. He followed this up by knocking 
out the following boxers: Bill Lovesay, 2 rounds; Tom 
Froggatt, 3 rounds; Bill Phalin, 3 rounds: Sergeant 
Thomas, 2 rounds; Johnny Hughes, Birmingham, 4 
rounds; Johnny Hughes, London, 9 rounds; Bill Phalin, 
4 and 5 rounds, and Charley Smirks,4 rounds, He 
outpointed Ernie Godwin in 8 rounds, and then fol- 
lowed his first check, Digger Stanley beating Moran on 
points in 20 rounds, at Slaney Street Hall, Birmingham. 
Moran was, however, not in his best condition at the 
time, Victories followed over Harry Slough, 15 rounds; 
Harold Root, 10 rounds; Tom King, 10 rounds; Jack 
Morris, 2 rounds; Bill Phalin, 5 and 6 rounds; Jack 
Daly, 3 rounds; Dave Job, 8 rounds; Jim Kendrick, 10 
rounds; Ernie Moody, 7 rounds; Jack Walker, 15 
rounds; Tibby Watson, 4 rounds; Jack Fitzpatrick, 10 
rounds; Jim Glover, 2 rounds, and Bob Kendrick 6 
rounds. One of his battles was with Diguer Stanley at 
the National Sporting Club, when Stanley again re- 
ceived the verdict on points,in 15 rounds.
